Susan Edith Saxe and Katherine Ann Power, reputed members

Both former students at Brandeis University, Waltham, 
Massachusetts, Saxe and Power allegedly joined three Massachusetts parolees 
in the September 23, 1970, robbery of the State Street Bank and Trust Company, 
Boston, Massachusetts, wherein $26,585 was seized. Shortly after the bank 
robbers fled with the loot, a Boston police officer arriving at the crime scene 
was shot and kiHed in a burst of fire from a semiautomatic . 45 caliber 


Thompson submachine gun. Saxe allegedly carried a 






the bank during the holdup and Power drove a getaway car. Federal warrants 
issued at Boston, Massachusetts, on September 24, 1970, charge Saxe and 
Power with unlawful interstate flight to avoid prosecution for murder. 

Saxe and Power are additionally charged in Federal warrants 
issued at Boston on September 25, 1970, with theft of Government property 
from a National Guard Armory at Newburyport, Massachusetts, on 
September 20, 1970. 

In addition. Federal warrants issued at Philadelphia, 

Pennsylvania, on October 1, 1970, charge Saxe and Power with participation 
in the September 1, 1970, robbery of the Bell Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, Philadelphia, wherein loot totaling $6,240 was taken at gunpoint. 
One of the bank robbers also reportedly attempted to ignite a '’Molotov cocktail” 
during this holdup. 

Saxe was graduated from Brandeis University in June, 1970, 
magna cum laude, and was subsequently a graduate student at the same 
institution. Power was a senior at Brandeis this year. 

They reportedly belonged, along with the three male bank 
robbery suspects, all of whom have been apprehended, to a small, revolutionary' 
type organization which, in addition to attacking military and police forces, 
reportedly advocated violent attacks against established society and robberies

Federal warrants issued at Boston, charge Saxe and Power with unlawful 
interstate flight to avoid prosecution for murder and with theft of Government property 
from a National Guard Armory at Newburyport, Massachusetts. Also, Federal warrants 
issued at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, charge them with participation in the $6,240 
September 1, 1970, armed robbery of a Philadelphia bank during which one of the robbers 

reportedly attempted to ignite a "Molotov cocktail." 

Saxe graduated magna cum laude from Brandeis University in June, 1970, 

and Power was a senior there this year. Both reportedly belonged, along with the three

At 10:31 p*ra, on this date VALERI discussed the 
FBI’s .jurisdict ion ancl attitudes toward the New Left with 
Agent [ I He inquired as to the FBI’s responsibility 

in this regard and stated that he had several things weighin 
on his mind that he had to resolve in order to make a 
decision as to how to get certain information to tie 

• proper authorities. VALERI stated he was not refusing to 
answer questions but was stating he could not answer them 
because his ultimate goals had not been accomplished and 
he felt that with only a partial knowledge of his situation, 
that people would find it hard to believe him as it may 
appear bizzarre to someone who was unfamiiaift with the 
attitudes o£ individuals with whom he has been involved. 

VALERI stated that the people responsible for the 
robbery of the State Street Bank and Trust Company, 300 
Western Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts on September 23, 1970 
were also responsible for other criminal acts, however, they 
did not view.these acts as criminal in’nature but viewed them 
as Justifiable acts to, further their revolutionary causes. 

He stated that these people are a part of a group of 
individuals located throughout the country who have similar 
attitudes. VALERI stated that these individuals were engaging 
in what they term as a revolution and the criminal activities 
were either a symbolic act o^r a means to finance their 
organization. By a-symbolic act, VALERI explained that.the 
group wanted to do away with the different clas^of people 
inasmuch as approximately five percent, of the people were 

• very wealthy and a much larger percentage were very poor, 
that these individuals had an idealistic attitude that 
they could develop a common class citizenry and that their 
cx’iminal acts were aimed at attacking the upper class 
society or at military or governmental establishments. 

He stated that they intended to attack the police powers 

_ and to nndermhe the military structure in the United States. 
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• u „ VALERI stated that he first became acquainted 
v/x^h this type of attitude while incarcerated at MCI 
W fJ?2 le with STANLEY BOND. BOND developed a far left 
altitude and was completely disenchanted with the present 
form of government, ^police structure and military 
organization and that he L.,i definitely viewed himself as 
a revolutionary. VALERI also meWtlMY while in orison 
ana GXLDAY and BOND had discussions about BOND’S attitude 
and following their release, BOND, GILDAY and VALERI 
continued thefr"association inasmuch as they were all enrolled 
in the Student Tutor Educational Program (STEP) with BOND 
attending Brandies University and GILDAY and VALERI attending 
Northeastern University. While BOND was enrolled at Brandeis, 
ne engaged both'directly and indirectly with individuals 
who possessed similar views concerning our governmental 
structure. It was during this time that they began discussing 
ways o„ obtaining money to finance this organization and VALERI 
became acquainted with other individuals who he had met 
cnrough BOND. VALERI then decided that these individuals were 
so intent on accomplishing their goils that he felt that they 
were a definite threat to society. Ke stated that because of 
this he joined tne group to eventually assist the government 
in unaermmxng the group.

GILBAY was the driver of a 1970 white four door 
Rambler willed was rented in New Jersey and bore New Jersey 
license plates. This .car was parked diagonally across the 
street from the bank on the opposite side of the street 
facing away from the bank. VALERI furnished a sketch 
indicating the relative position of the car to the bank. 
GILBAY was armed with a .45 jealiber machine yjxn which had 
been modified to fire semi automatic. This gun was 
equipped with a 30 round clip and also carried one found 
in the chamber for a total of 31 rounds. GILBAY 1 s assignment 
in the robbery was to be a lookout and in the event of any 
lav; enforcement officers arriving on the scene during the 
robbery, GILBAY was to furnish the adequate coverage in order 
to permit the ones inside the bank to escape. 

. BOND was to go inside the bank and to declare 

the holdup and would take the money from the tellers. 

BOND was armed with a 9 mm semi automatic hand gun. During 
the commission of the robbery, BOND fired this weapon over 
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the heads of the tellers to encourage them to move faster. 
BOND was Swearing sunglasses at the time of the robbery * 
and had his hair combed back,.

VALERI was to go to the area of the front door 
of the bank inside where he was to position himself with a 
12 gauge sawed off shotgun and was to maintain control of 
customers and employees in that vicinity.

VALERI was 
not certain where GILDAY acquired the car but stated that 
he thought GILDAY had mentioned he got the car in Wilmington, 
Massachusetts. 

The vehicles that were used by these individuals 
in connection with this robbery were as follows:

Jersey plates, that was rented in New Jersey a few days 
prior to the robbery by BOND. BOND used identification

During the course of 
the robbery BOHD was the driver of this car. 


A 1961-1962 white Ford 1 station wagon was used as 

the switch car. This car was driven by VALERI to the- 

'vicinity of the bank where he got out of the car and | 
got behind the wheel of this car and was to oe' the arxver 
following the.robbery. This car was acquired by GILDAY 
on the weekend prior to the robbery (September 19-20, 1970) 
VALERI does not know specifically the origin of the car 
but stated GILDAY mentioned something about getting the 
car in Wilmington, Massachusetts. 

VALERI described the planning of this robbery 
as taking place on September 22, 1970 during which time 
all of the above participants were present and additionally 
I lwas present,.

ROBERT JOSEPH VALERI, inmate, Charles Street Jail, 
Suffolk County, Boston, Massachusetts, was interviewed this 
date by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI). Prior to being interviewed VALERI was shown a form 
• entitled Interrogation; Advice of Rights, which he read, 
advised he understood and. sighed. 

VALERI advised as follows 1 :'” 

He is part of a group in Boston consisting of 
approximately six individuals who are part of a group who 
, have formed a loosely knit organization aimed at breaking 
down the military structure and furthermore intending to 
eliminate police powers as soon as possible. This group • 
has no official name nor any official headquarters. There 
is no.membership list nor any official organ. There is no 

..organizational structure although .one individual on most.___ 

occasions.assumes leadership. This person is STANLEY BOND.

The group has counterparts throughout the country 
^and most major cities, however, VALERI is unaware of what 
cities or who these individuals are.

1970, he and four other individuals took part in the armed 
robbery of a bank in Brighton, Massachusetts which resulted 
in the slaying of a Boston police officer. He advised that 
the other individuals who took part in this robbery and who 
are part of the above mentioned group are as follows: 

STANLEY BOND, a Student at Brandeis University 

WILLIAM GILDAY, a former inmate of Walpole State

VALERI also mentioned a white female residing in

however, he is not aware if there is a similar group located 
in that city. 


He advised that there is an individual connected with 
their organization who lives in Philadelphia and is a demo- 
litians expert. His first name is | | and he did not know 
his last name or his address. 
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f The group of which VALERI is a part of rarely 
makes use of narcotics, however, smoke marijuana on occasion. 

He also advised that STANLEY BOND makes frequent use of 
librium to settle his nerves. 

For the most part the group has used an apartment 
located at 337 Beacon Street in the Back Bay section of 
Boston as a central point for meetings, etc. However, this 
address was not -used as a collective nor does this group 
normally live as a collective. This apartment is rented in 
the name of STANLEY BOND. 

The group of which VALERI is a part of has taken 

part in a number of bank robberies for the purpose of building 

up a fund for their organization which they have yet to give 

a name to. To date, the organization has no money saved. 

All of the monies obtained from previous robberies has been 

spent on "expenses” of the group. The group was intending to 

donate a sizeaole sum of money to the Black*Panther Party (BPP) 

in the near future because the BPP is most similar in aims and 

philosophy of the loosely knit group of which VALERI is a part 

•of. He stated that they inteded to "take from those who have 

and give to those who haven't".

He went on to advise that after the bank robbery 
of September 23, 1970, he, STANLEY BOND, and WILLIAM GILDAY, 
who is also known as LEFTY, had intended to travel to San 
Francisco, California which tfas ’to become a h6me base for 
this organization. Their intentions were to cause further 
destruction throughout the country.. He advised that BOND 
is from California and liked San Francisco very much. This 
was one of the reasons they were travelling to San Francisco 
along with the reason that "the heat is on on the East Coast". 

VALERI further advised that the organization of which 
he was a part of has no affiliations with any known New Left 
organizations such, as Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
or the Weatherman Faction of SDS nor does it have any connections 
with the Black Panther Party (BPP) or any other basic revolu¬ 
tionary organization presently established in this country. 
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VALERI advised that although he has a criminal 
background.and has participated in crimes of the past, he is 
opposed to the actions of his group and has been since -the 
beginning. One of the reasons he became part of this group 
was to obtain sufficient 'information about them so that he 
would be in a position at a later time to furnish pertinent 
information to the Federal authorities relative to the 
activities of this group.

They discussed the details of the robbery as to each persons 
specific responsibilities. VALERI pointed out at this time 
that originally the plan called for VALERI to be stationed 
in the lookout car across the street from the bank and 
GILDAY was to go into the bank. However, on the morning 
of the robbery, GILDAY stated that knew tow to use 
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officer' and the problems that they had encountered during 
the commission of this robbery. There was also discussion 
as to what they intended to do if they had to go underground 
to protec t themselves from arrest as a result of the shooting, 
was present during these discussions. 

VALERI was Questioned concerning the origin of the 
.45 ca,liber weapon that was reportedly used by GILDAY in 
the shooting of the police officer and VALERI stated that 
this weapon was purchased in New Hampshire by GILDAY.

Division, Boston, Massachusetts, police Department, advised 
that his department had been in touch with both the Waltham, 
Massachusetts, Police Department, and the Hampton, New Hampshire, 
Police Department, reflecting the following information: 

A male individual entered a restaurant in Hampton, 

New Hampshire, and had gotten into an argument and the local 
'Hampton,. New Hampshire, Police Department- was summonsed. 

The man took off-in a white colored Station Wagon which was 
abandoned, and the bar bore Massachusetts registration plates 
issued to a Waltham, Massachusetts, owner. Further 
investigation by the Hampton, New Hampshire, Police Department 
located an envelope containing the personal papers of 
subject, WILLIAM MORRILL GILDAY, JR. Thereafter, police engaged 
in an intensive manhunt, which included police dogs and 
aircraft, to track subject GILDAY down. GILDAY was subseauently 
apprehended Monday morning, September 28, 1970, at Worcester.
